do as they thynke agreable, ſo it be to the 
heyght of the vpper beame afoꝛeſapde. 

Pꝛouided alſo, that where in any Parriſh 
Churche the ſapde Koode loftes be alreadye 
tranſpoſed, ſo that there remayne a comely 
particion betwirte the Chauncell and the 
Churche,that no altefacton be otherwyſe at⸗ 
tempted in them. but be ſuffered in quicte, 
And where no particion is ſtandyng. there to 
be one appopnted. | 

Allo that the Steppes which be as yet at 
this day remapnyng tn any Cathedzall, Col- 
legtat,o2 Parryſhe Church. be not ſtyꝛred noꝛ 
altered: but be ſuffered to continue. with the 
Combes of anye noble oz wozſhypfull perſo- 
nage. where it ſo chaunceth to be, aſwell in 
Chauncell, Churche, oꝛ Chappell. And yf 
in any Chauncel the Steppes be tranſpoſed, 
that thep be not erected agayne, but that the 
place be decently paued, where the Commu⸗

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Item that there be none other dayes ob⸗ 
ſcrued fo2 holy dayes, oꝛ kaſtyng dapes, as of 
dutie and commaundement : But only ſuche 
holy dayes. as be expꝛeſſed fo: holpe dapes in 
the Kalender late ſet foozth by the Quenes 
aucthoꝛitie. Ind none other kaſting dayes(to 
be ſo commaunded) but as the lawes # P20- 
clamacions by the Quenes Maieſtie pꝛoui⸗ 
ded in the ſame,do appoynt. 

Item that the Parſon, Utcar,o2 Curate, 
with the Churchwardens, wal yearely make 
and exhibite vnto the Regeſters of the Oꝛde⸗ 
narye, the names and ſurnames of all per:
